THE COLLIERS OF SCOTLAND 
TO THE PUBLIC. 

EVERAL malicious reports haying been ¢ireulatéd against 
S the Colliers of Seotland, particulariy that they have been 
the cause of raising the price of Coals; they beg leave to mis 
form the Puble, that this is a false. and ill-fopnded prejudice, 
for’ it is well knownivo the Coalmasters, if they please to des 
clare the truth, that it isnot in the power of the Colliers tq 
raise their own wages or the’price of coals to the Public, and 
they have had no rise upon the coals for these four or five 
years, except a few individual collieries whose masters found it 
necessary to’ give some addition to their colliers. It has also 
been alledged that the characters of the Colliers in general are 
remarkable for idleness and immorality, and a lawless and disor- 
derly class of people, and growing worse and worse. ‘This is 
a rash and groundiess charge, as can be attested by both Ma- 
gistrates and Ministers the Lothiays.. ‘The Colliers think it 
necessary to state these facts in justice to themselves, and to 
vindicate their characters from the misrepresentations that 
have been thrown upon them, and if the persons who have 
circulated these misrepresentations would first take the beam 
out of their own eyes, they would see the clearer to take the 
mote out of theirs.

—GENERAL ASSEMBLY— _ : 

On Monday, the Assembly had under theis consideration 
the cuse of Mr Dacas, minister of Contin. It seems the 
Presbytery of Dingwall had, on the sth of December last, issu- 
ed an order to Mr Dallas and his Kirk Session, to call before 
them: two men, who had been charged with giving tokens to 
vagrant communicants from other parishes ; to take the con- 
fession of those meti; and to Send it in an extract of their mi- 
nutes, to the pext meeting of Presbytery. Mr Dallas, how- 
ever, did not obey this order, and asmgned reas ons fe r his diso- 
Dbedience, which dif not satisfy the Presbytery. ‘ihe Pre ar 
tery, therefore, ordained him to be rebuked, and renewed the 
order op him. ‘The affair was brought by complaint and ap- 
peal to the &ynod of Russ, who reve rsed the scatence of the 
Presbytery.—Such is the nature of this case. pe 

Parties being fully heard at the bar, Mr Rose for the res 
bytery of Dingwall, Mr Maciwrosu tor the Synod of Ross, 
and Mr Datxas for himself, with Mr Corse r, advocate, as 
his Counsel—Dr Huge, in a clear, forcibly, and eloquent 
speech observed, that, though Mr Dallas, m the reasons he 
gave for not obeying the orders of the Presbytery, had not 
shewn much acquaintance with the Jaws of the church, yet, 
considering the circumstances of family distress, in which, it 
was stated from the bar, that he had been involved, aud the 
intimation he had given of his readiness forthwith to mvestigate 
the matter, he would move the affirmation of the seutence of 
the Sygod, in so far as it covered Mr Dallas froma poe 
lp was perfectly evident, however, that the matter was, of 
great importance. ‘The conduetof the Presbytery im issuing 
the order of the sth December, was highly correct and proper ; 
and the total reversal of the sentence of the Presbytery by the 
Synod, was not only against positive law, but might produce 
tle most pernicious consequences. He, therefore, moved, in 
substance, That the sentence of the Synod reversing the sen- 
tence of the Presbytery fur rebuking Mr Dallas, should be af- 
firmed; that the order of the Presbytery of Dingwall, on the 
sth December, should be highly approved ; that the matter 
should be remitted simpliciter to the Presbytery, to proceed in 
it as they shall see cause ; and that a copy. of this sentence should 
be sent to the clerk of the Synod of Ross, with orders to en- 
gross it in their recor. Another motion of an opposite nature 
was made ; but the above, after some debate, waa carried by a 
great majority. 

TurspaY—May 28. 

The Assembly had uader consideration several overtures trans- 
mitted by different Synods, with regard to employing persons 
to preach in the parishes of the church, who were not duly 
licepsed by some Presbytery, and had not received a regular 
education in a Scorch University. The Assembly unani- 
miously agreed to the.overtures, and prohibited all persons from 
preaching in any place under their jurisdiction, who were not 
licensed as above, and also who are from England or any other 
place, and had not first been educated and licensed in Scotland. 

Upon a petition, the Assembly also agrecd to the crection 


, WEDNESDAY=-May 29. 

The first business was a reference from the Synod of Le- 

¢hian and Tweedale, against a sentence of the Presbytery of E- 
dinburgh. Mr Ewing, munister in LadyGlenorchy’s Chapel, 
in December last, gave into the Presbytery a: letter of re- 
signation of his charge as @ nmunister of the Church of Scot- 
Jand, which they accepted. No protest followed against this 
decision ; but a member of Presbytery brought the matter be- 
fore the Seynod, and the Synod referred’ it to the Assembly. 
After ashort debate, it was unanimously agreed to adopt the 
same sentence as was pronounced in the case of Mr Bayne in 
1766, viz. “ ‘That Mr Ewing be no longer considered as a mi- 
inster of this Church, nor allowed to accept a presentation to 
any parish or living in it, and that no clergyman of this Church 
exp him in any manner, unless this sentence shall be taken 
oF by afuture General Assembly.” 
_ The Assembly had transmitted to them by their Committee 
for Bills, a petition for Dr R. Moodie at Clackmannan, com- 
plaining against a sentence of the Presbytery of Stirling, ace 
cepting of the resignation of Mr Wm. Innes, of the ad mi- 
nisterial charge of Stirling, which petition was read; and ex- 
tract of minutes of the Presbytery of Stirling were also read. 
Parties being called, there appeared for the complainers Mr 
R. Moodie and Mr Knox at Larbert and Daniepace; and for 
the Presbytery of Stirling, Mr John Watson at Dollar. The 
execution of citation against Mr Innes was produced and read. 
* After reasoning at great length, the following motion was 
made, “Fhe Assembly approve of the ¢onduct of the Rev. 
Dr Moodie aad Mr Knox, in bringing the sentence of the 
Presbytery of Stirling under review of the Genera] Assembly ; 
Find, ‘That after it had been alledged by the complainers, that 
such schismatical divisive practices had been pursued by Mr 
Innes, as if they had been established by proof, would have 
inferred the highest censure of the church, it was not compe- 
tent for the Presbytery or Synod to accept simpliciter of his re- 
signation of the second charge of Stirling ; and find, That the 
Presbytery acted contraryto the act 1739, concerning mini- 
sters who have seceded from the church, and that their 
eonduct was highly reprehensible ; but the General Assembly 
being informed by Mr R. Balfour of Glasgow, and Mr John 
€anrpbell of see fe that, from personal and confidential 
communications which they repeatedly had with Mr Innes, in 
which they endeavoured to dissuade. him from executing his 
yesolution, they knew that, however defective his letter of re- 
signation, it is and was his intention, by that paper. to resign 
his character as a Minister of this Chureh; sustain this infor- 
mation ws.an explanation of the letter given in by Mr Innes to 
the Presbytery of Stirling; and aecordingly find, that Mr W. 
Innes is no longer a Minister of this Church, &c. as in the case 
of Mr Ewing. . 

Another motion was made, “ Approve of the conduct of the 
complainers; reverse’ the sentence of the {Presbytery of Stir- 
ling, of which th: Assembly disapproves as highly irregular 
and reprehensible, in accepting simpliciter under the circum- 
stancés. of thé case of Mr Innes’s resignation of his cHarge as 
2d minister of Stirling ; ordain Mr Innes to return to his charge, 
on or before the ist of July next, and to remit to the Presby- 
tery of Stirling, at some mg¢eting to be held in the said month 
of July, 2t which all the members are ordered to attend ; and 
upon Mr Innes’s failure so to do, to proceed according to the 
rules of the church, ‘and to report their procedure to the mect- 
ing of the Commission of this church in August next.
